.Asi;  editorial'  in  Hip.  Kduentional  Research  Bulletin  of 
the  polToge  of  E.dueai ion  of  Hie  Ohio  ,S jute  University,  for 
February- expresses  tiie  thought."  that  'courses  in  apprecia- 
t ion  of  motion  pictures  w  liicli  are  being  given  in  some 
schools  and  which  will  soon  ho  offered  in  many  move 
schools  will  have  a  tendency  to  raise  appreciably  the  artis¬ 
tic  discrimination  of  the  nation  along  this  line.  From  the 
editorial  the  following  quotations  are  taken: 

‘ ‘ thoughtful  parents  view  the  influence  of  current 
movies  upon,  their  children  with  apprehension  and  alarm. 
This  fear,  is  well  founded,  for  the  Payne  fund  studies  have 
shown  that  even  young  children  remember  more  than  they 
Diiss.  in  the  pictures.  .  .  .  The  moyies  are  a  very  powerful 
infium.ice  for.  good  or  bad.  They  are  potent  in  raising  the 
Standards  of  a  nation  or  inr debasing  them. 

The  apprehension  of  parents  is  born  of  the  belief  that 
tb.e. commercial  movies  are  made  by  adults  for  adults  with- 
9U,t  regard.  for  the  effect  up,o,n  the  social  customs  of  a  na¬ 
tion  o.r  for  the.  influence  upon,  the  immature  who,  on  the  av¬ 
erage,  see  a  movie  once  a  week.  On  such  visits  the  children 
are  exposed  to  pictures  of  sox,  crime,  and.  love  in  about 
equal  .numbers  three  out  of  the  four  weeks  in  a  month.  And 
this .is.aii  unbalanced  dipt  f,o,r  the  children.  A  social  instru¬ 
ment,  has.  been  developed  by  human  genius  which  nee.ds  to 
be  controlled  in  the  public  interest. 

.  ,.  .  At  this  point  the  schools  can  render  a  signal  ser¬ 
vice  through  appreciation  courses.  They  have  for  the  last 
twenty  yottrs  demonstrated  their  ability  to  raise  appreciab¬ 
ly  the  artistic, discrimination  of  a  nation.

What  is  an  educated  man?  Today 
we  are  told  on  every  side  to  go  to  col¬ 
lege,  go  to  school,  get  an  education. 
What  does  ail  this  mean?  Perhaps 
our  real  thinkers,  of  the  country  have 
a  truer  feeling  of  this  spirit  but  I’m 
afraid  many,  people  take  it  as  a  mat¬ 
ter!  of  four  years  experience  at  which 
time  one  has  achieved  an  education  in 
bfe. 

Yet  we  are  told  by  many  of  our  lead¬ 
ing  men  that  many  people,  complete 
a  college  course  without  knowing  what 
real  education  is,  while  many  people 
may  never  go  beyond  the  grades  and 
yet  developed  an  education  for  them¬ 
selves.  If  this  be.  true,  education  is 
something  that  comes  from,  within 
us  rather  than  put  into  us.  There¬ 
fore,  if  a  mnn  .has  .a  sincere  desire,  to 
kn'ow  the  thoughts  and  feelings  of. an 
educated  man  he  must  go  deeper  than 
the  surface.  . } . 

in  polleg  the  measuring  stick,  to/ a 
certain  extent  is  ,  the,  amount,  of  classi¬ 
fied  facts  that  one  has  accumulate^ 
for  a  certain  period  of  time.  Yet  .these 
facts  are  useless .  unless  w.e  can  apply 
them  in  life.  Has  college,  taught  us 
to  do  that  I  don’t  know,  but.  I  wonr 
der  if  there:,  are  too  many  going,  who, 
don’t  have  the  real  spirit  for  kriow- 
ledge.  ,  . 

After  all,  I  believe  that  education 
is  a  matter  of  an  inner  awakening 
that  comes  to  one  rather  unconscious¬ 
ly  at  first.  Maybe  after  all  the  great¬ 
est  university  is,  the  one  bound, op  the 
north  fey  the  hair  of  the  head;. on  the 
south  by  tlie  sole  of  the  feet;  on  , the 
east  arid  wesl  by  the  outfetretchqd  arm$ 
and  fingers — it  is  you.  Now,  ‘  we  all 
know,  as  Edison  said,  that  no  ope 
knows  one-Vnillionth  part  pbotit'  any¬ 
thing  in  the  worid  of  science  and!facts, 
yet  it  is  possible  to'  be  educated..  Dei :> 
haps,  then  education  is  not  .  so  much 
a  knowledge  of  facts'. as  it’ is  the  Way 
we  meet 'our  problems  ip ‘life./' 

I  think"  that  one  thing  necessary,  to 
acquire  this  mental  attitude  is  open- 
mindedness.  A  man  should  ask  him¬ 
self  these  questions.  (1)  DO  I  want 
to  know  tlie  truth  about  politics,  busi¬ 
ness,  science  and  religion  and  morals 
or  do  I  want  merely  to  prove  that  the 
notions  that  I  already  have  about 
these ' things'  are' true’?  (2)  Am  I  wil¬ 
ling  to  lay  aside  the  convictions  of'  a 
lifetime  to  see  whether  or  hot'  this 
new  fact  ought  to  change  my  point 
of  view?  (3)'  HaVe  I  ever  put  off 
mental  limitations  of  prejudice,  bies, 
set  notions  and  dogmas  surrounding 
my  heart  and  mind  to  accept  the  truth 
whether  it  leads  me  to  hell  or  heaven! 

Many  Of  us  have  our  political;  re¬ 
ligious  and  social  views  colored  by 
heritage,  "  environment  and  propa¬ 
ganda.  We  hate 'to  think  out  the 
truth.  Again  watching  a  crowd. 
What  is  the  most  general  character¬ 
istic  of  one?  Usually  it  is  to  follow  a 
leader,;  anything  for  action.  Yet  the 
educated  man  knows,  that  action  is  not 
always  good  unless:!  he  1  knows  first, 
where  he.' is,  headed:  ' :: 

Agaip  hiw  easy  It  is  to  become  ir¬ 
ritated  by.  others’  small  personal  hab¬ 
its.  This  has  done  much  to  cause 
friction  among  movements  of  society. 
The  truly  educated  pipn  learns  to  be. 
tolerant  with  other  peoples’  personal 
habits.  He  will  not  laugh  at  new, 
ideas’  no  matter  how  absurd  they  ipay, 
Sound  to ;  him,  even  though  he  may, 
have' his  ofri  opinions.  "He  has"  learn¬ 
ed  riot  to  get  wrapped  up  in  one  idea 
to  the  exclusion  of  others.  We  have 
had  people  in  history’  such  as  John 
Brown,  for  instance,  who  became  so 
concerned  "with  one' idea' that  he  be¬ 
came  a  fanatic  on  slavery.  1 
Then,' after  achieving ’-'the'  correct 
mentai  attitiijie  trie  educated  man  real¬

Mr.  A.  J.  Dinsdale,  Nodaway  Coun¬ 
ty  Extension  Agent,  gave  an  interesting 
discussion  on  the  various  phases  of 
tj|je,  AAA  .  before  the  Social  Science 
Club  Tuesday  evening.  He  explained 
the  need  for  reduction  of  agricultural 
production  due  to  an  almost  total  lack 
of  foreign  markets  and  a  greatly  im¬ 
paired  domestic  market. 

'  Mr.  Dinsdale  made  the  entire  pro¬ 
gram  easily  understood  by  applying 
It,  directly  to  Nodaway  county.  He 
said  .  that  the  wheat  program  was  un¬ 
important  in  this  county  due  to  the 
small  production  of  wheat  here.  Only 
about  200  farmers  signed  wheat  con¬ 
tracts.  . 

The , corn-hog  program  has  been  very 
siicqessftit.in  this  county.  About  2750 
out.  ,pf(.  the  2900  eligible  farmers  have 
signed!  their  contracts.  This  is  about 
ft  05 ,  per  cent  sigh-up.  The  farmers 
get  .their  corn  allotment  by  finding 
their  average  production  in  1932  and 
193,3..  They  must  reduce  their  average 
.....  production  not  less  than  20  per  cent 
and  not  more  than  30  per  cent.  The 
producer  gets  30  cents  a  bushel  of  the 
average  production  on  acres  taken  out 
of  production.  The  corn  allotment  be¬ 
longs  to  the  farm  and  not  the  farm-

The  hog  allotment  is  obtained  by 
finding  the  average  production  based 
on  the  years  1932  and  1933.  This  av¬ 
erage  production  must  be  cut  25  per 
cent.  The  farmer  will  be  paid  five 
dollars  for  each  hog  in  this  allotment. 
This  bonus  is  paid  regardless  whether 
the' farmer  raises  any  hogs  or  not. 

Mr.  Dinsdale  stated  that  $1,000,000 
Would  come  to  this  county  through 
the  benefit  payments.  However,  this 
sum  is  only  a  means  in  attaining  the 
end  of  higher  prices.  Contrary  to 
many  reports  the  costs  of  administrat¬ 
ing  this  program  will  run  small.  It 
has  been  estimated  that  this  cost  will 
run  around  15  cents  for  each  hog  and 
.005  cents  for  each  bushel  of  corn.  If 
the  contracts  are  approved  and  sent 
to  the  government  by  May  1,  which  is 
probable,  the  farmers  should  receive 
thfeir  compensation  checks  by  June  1. 

Much  interest  was  shown  at  this 
meeting.  Mr.  ■  Dinsdale  spent  several 
mihutes  in  answering  questions  re¬ 
lative  to  the  AAA  and  its  various 
phases. 

Next'  Tuesday  night  Dr.  Jack  Row- 
lette  will  speak  to  the  Social  Science 
Club  on  “Disarmament.”  This  sub¬ 
ject  is  very  vital  to  all  American  citi¬ 
zens  as  well  as  Social  Scientists.  Mr. 
Mehus  has  offered  a  moneyback 
guarantee  to  the  merits  of  this  pro¬ 
gram.
